The Annotated Bibliography, arranged alphabetically, provides information 
necessary for' oVderTng" the materials in the Resource List, including prices 
current as of Spring, 1979. If the title is not self-explanatory, a brief 
annotation is provided. In addition, each item is coded to indicate whether 
it is most suitable for parents (P), teachers (T), or for other child care 
providers (C), such as day home mothers or after school caregivers. Thiis 
the code T-P-C means that the item is appropriate for Teachers, Parents, and 
other child Caregivers. Items are also coded in relation to the subject 
headings used in the Resource LjsJ. The approximate reading level of each 
item Is also estinate'd' according" to high (contains technical information and 
terminology and probably requires prior knowledge of special education), 
moderate, or low.
